On receiving 
the Report of theſe Meſſengers, the People mutinied ; 
and God, For this Offence, determined, that none of 
the Perſons who had thus rebelled againſt him, except 
Caleb and 7ogÞua, ſhould enter into the Land of Ca- 
naan. 

Q. Did thy effer to make any Attempt upon the Cana- 
anites at this Time? 

A. They would march a _ them, though Moſes 
aſſured * 4 that God would not now give them Suc- 
ceſs ; accordingly the Amalekites and Contanite ſmote 
them unto Hormah, and NMaſes was ordered to lead them 
back a na to the Red-Sea ; and we hear but little 
more of them for about thirty-feven Years.

Q What was done in Syria, during Pompey's Ab- 
ence ; . 
a A. Aretas took the Advantage of it, and made great 
Depredations upon ſeveral Parts of that Country. This 
called Pompey back, and in his way thither, he marched 
by the Place where the Bodies of the Romans lay dead, 
which had been ſlain in the Defeat of Triarius, and bu- 
ried them with great Solemnity, which much ingratiated 
bim with the Army, whoſe greateſt Diſguſt againſt Lu- 
cullus, was occaſioned by his Omiſſion hereoſ. 

Qa, Mithridates as yet returned into Pontus? 

A. No; but he had reſolved to make a deſperate Ex- 
pedition into Tac itſelf, and aſſault the Enemy at their 
own Doors. This being a March of above 2000 Miles, 
terrified his Army, fo as they conſpired againſt him, 
and made his Son Pharmaces their King; whereby find- 
ing himſelf deſerted by all, and his own Son not to be 
prevailed upon to let him eſcape, he retired to his own 
Apartment, and after he had given Poiſon to his Wives, 
Concubines and Daughters, he took a Doſe himfelt, 
which not e e had Recourſe to his Sword; but 
failing with that alſo, he called in a Gallie Soldier, who 
had newly broken into his Houſe, to diſpatch him.

A. He cut off all of the oppoſite Party, the chief of 


whom were Antyllus, Antony's eldeſt Son by Fulvia; 
Cæſarion, Cleogatra's Son by Julius Ceſar ; and Cani- 
dius, Antony*s General; the reſt of Antony's Children, 
whether by Fulvia, Octavia, or Cleopatra, he received 
with great Kindneſs, eſpecially Antonius, younger Bro- 
ther of Antyllus, who became one of his chief Favourites, 


and he married him to one of the Daughters of Octavia 


his Siſter, which ſhe had by her firſt Huſband Marcellus ; 
but he at length being convicted of adulterouſly cor- 
rupting Julia Daughter of Auguſtus, was deſervedly put 


to Death. 
Q. How many Children had Antony by Octavia? 


A. Only two Daughters, Antonia Major and Antonia

Q. Whither did Octavianus go from Egypt ?

Q. Was Herod and Mariamne as yet reconciled ? 


A. No, ſhe bore him the utmoſt Averhon, which ex-. 


ceedingly perplexed him, and thus he continued harraſs'd 
between the two oppoſite Paſſions of Love and Anger, 
which latter Same taking Advantage of, accuſed Ma- 
riamne of an Intention to poiſon him, and ſuborning 
his Butler to bear falſe-witneſs againſt her, ſhe was put 
to Death, as was her Mother ſoon after. 
Q. How did foe behave in going to Execution? 

A. She went with an intrepid Mind, without ny 
ing Colour on the Approach of Death, and died as ſhe

Q. WV hat was doing in Parthia about this Time ? 

A. Phraates King thereof being driven out by 77- 
ridates, prevailed with the Scytbians to bring him back 
with a great Army; hereon Tiridates fled to Rome to 
pray the Aſſiſtance of Auguſus: Phraates being in- 


formed thereof, ſent Ambaſſadors after him to fruftrate 
His Peſigns, and to demand this Rebel to be delivered

A. They were Women of ancient Times, ſaid to have 
been endu'd with a prophetical Spirit, and to have deliver'd 
Oracles, ſhewing the Fates and Deſtinies of Kingdoms; 
ten of which are mentioned in the Writings of the 
Ancients, who all, from the eldeſt of them being named 
Sibylla, were called S:by/; ; but who they were, or when 
or where they lived, different Authors, as to theſe Par- 
ticulars, write differently concerning them, and moſt 
they lay of them, is manifeſtly Fable and Fiction. 

Q: But has it not been particularly obſerved, that ſome 
of theſe Prophecies can admit of no rational Interpretation 
unleſs when applied to the Meſſiah? | 

A. Yes, and as the Fews in their ſeveral Diſperſions 
all the World over, were in earneſt ExpeQtation of CHviſt's 
coming, above 80 Years before his Birth, both from the 
Prophecies of Danie/and other > 216% of the old Teſ- 
tament : Theſe Things being often talk'd of among 
the Heathens in the ſeveral Places where they reſided, at 
length inſenſibly grew into Reputation, and might be re- 
ceived among them as Prophecies from their own Oracles, 
and moſt of them became grafted among the Oracles of 
the Sibhyn, as if they had come from them: Or perhaps, 
God having ordained that the coming of his Son ſhou'd 
be foreſhewn to the Heathens, might do it from their 
own Orachs. Thus he forced Balaam to prophecy of 
the coming of his Son out of Jacob; thus the Magians 

came from the Eaft to acknowledge and adore him; and 
thus he forced the Devils themſelves when caſt forth by 
him, to own him to be the Son of God. By theſe two 
means, all the Prophecies ſpread abroad among the Hea- 
thens concerning him and his Kingdom, whether Sibylline 
or others, were firſt introduced among them. 

Q. How did Herod and his two Sons by Mariamne agree? 

A. They fell grievouſſy under his Diſpleaſure about

Prieſt, rectiſied this Miſtake, and a Decree paſſed the 
Senate, chat the Month hitherto called Sexti/is, ſhould 


from his Name be called Auguſtus, and fo it hath been 


ever ſince. About this Time Horace the Poet, and Me- 
cenas his great Patron dyed, who was a true and faith- 
ful Counſellor to Auguſtus, and next to Agrippa his great- 


eſt Favourite.

content, left Rome and retired to Rhoges.
